ailments, which would cure them- 
selves if let alone, alarm these pessi- 
mists. And so they demand surgery 
instead of prescribing a simple laxa- 
tive. 

Every time an “emergency” is pro- 
claimed by a pessimistic Fuehrer, the 
creation of another overstaffed gov- 
ernment department follows. 


Thereafter the hideous chain- 
reaction of ineptitude, delayment, 
queasiness, fumbling, and fearfulness, 
which characterizes most government 
administrative functions, is generated 
and longevitied. 

Pessimism feeds on itself. And 
the pessimists of bureaucracy, by in- 
dulging in their masochistic tribal 
rituals, bring into being the very 
“crises” they have feared. 

Any time a new government 
function is created, it usually is 
manned by congenitally dull, lethar- 
gic time-wasters in the aggregate; 
and by frantic, frustrated, self- 
sacrificers at the apex. 

One reason why: 

Government salaries for policy- 


“framers and decision-makers seldom 


are adequate. Best brains naturally 
gravitate toward the private enter- 
prises which pay better. 


By default, the lackadaisical (and 
the axe-grinders) thereupon under- 
take leadership in a _ peace-time 
Inevitably, even the 
conscientious are immersed by legal 
routine and inundated by the bu- 
reaucratic tradition of resistance to 
innovation. 


It sometimes happens, however, 
that their egoes burgeon to the point 
where they transfer their whiledom 
energies from rubber-stamp approval 
of meaningless and ivy-grown de- 
partmental routine to super-critical 
disapproval of the Free Enterprise 
system itself. Their authority goes 
to their heads. 

When this happens, they are apt 
to subsidize projects which are 
deleterious to independent business 
concerns—yes, and to private chari- 
ties, and to hopefully ambitious 
boys, too. 

That’s when these bureaucrats be- 
come downright dangerous to a 
democracy. 

That’s when they disrupt satisfac- 
tory marketing arrangements and 
price equalizations with OPA-type 
decrees. 

That’s' when they substitute ar- 
bitrary ration ‘coupons for sound 
money. 

That’s when they ignore living-cost 
differentials between New York City 
and Bullskid, Arkansas, in framing 
across-the-boards, industry-wide wage 
scales. 


That’s when they become so in- 
fatuated with their self-conscious 
Narcissism that their unreasonable- 
ness is insufferable. 

And that’s the point (thank God) 
when the patience of real Americans 
is exhausted. 

Another Boston Tea Party should 
occur, then—and sometimes does! 

Our Declaration of Independence 
belligerently stated that Eighteenth 
Century England’s rulers had plagued 
their American colonies with unwar-

Also all 
models are now equipped with a new 
type more compact ‘“Meter-Miser” 
mechanism.

PHILADELPHIA — Claims * that 
Philco Corp. sold more single roo 
air conditioners last year than th 
rest of the industry combined anki 
was the third largest producer i 
the refrigerator-freezer field. with 
sales of nearly 600,009 refrigerators 
and 100,000.freezers have been made 
by William Balderston, president. 

Balderston made the claims in re- 
vealing that Philco’s 1948 sales hit 
a new record high of $275 million— 
21% above the 1947 total of $226,- 
508,000. He also asserted that Philco 
was the number one producer of 
home radios and one of the two 
leaders in television production. 

The 1948 sales volume was an- 
nounced in advance of publication of 
Philco’s annual report, which will be 
issued later this month.

UTICA, N. Y.—A new 5-ton room 
cooler that will extract nearly three 


gallons of water per hour from - 


moist air under standard ASRE con- 
ditions has been announced by the 
Brunner Mfg.

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VWASHINGTON, D*. ..—Retailers 
and banks can extend credit to in- 
stalment buyers.,beyond 21 months 
without. violating the rules estab- 
lished by Regulation W. 

This can be done by invoking the 
“hardship” clause in Regulation, W, 
which permits the creditor, where the 
obligor makes a written statement 
that the contemplated refinancing is 
necessary in order to avoid undue 
hardship, to invalidate the old con- 
tract and then write a new contract 
to recover the unpaid balance over 
another 21-month period. 

The wording of the regulation 
warns against any “conniving” on 
the part of seller and buyer at the 
time the original contract is 
written, to extend the time for pay- 
ment through a series of contracts. 
The wording in Section 5 (b) is: 

“The requirements of a Statement 
of Changed Conditions will be com- 
plied with only if the Registrant 
accepts in good faith a written state- 
ment signed by the obligor that the 
contemplated refinancing is neces- 
sary in order to avoid undue hard- 
ship upon the obligor or his depen- 
dents resulting from contingencies

Practical Formula for 
Selling Big Freezers 


(AN EDITORIAL) 


OST people, an industry executive remarked recently, make 
the mistake of buying a home or farm freezer of insufficient 


capacity. 


This is an unfortunate situation, particularly for the dealer. 
When a customer discovers that he has been sold a freezer which 
is inadequate for his needs, his faith in the salesman’s judgment 
is bound to be shaken (unless, of course, the customer ignored the 


Salesman’s advice). 


On the other hand, the salesman who sells a buyer the proper- 


. Size freezer usually makes a lifetime customer and friend. By so 


doing, the salesman insures the customer against the necessity 
of purchasing additional equipment for many years. 

This line of reasoning has lead one manufacturer of large 
freezers—Haverly Electric Co., Inc., Syracuse, N. Y.—to develop 
a form intended to take the guesswork out of selecting the right 


size freezer. 


The form is called the Haverly Food Analyzer.

Sales Hit Total 
Of 450,550 


Trend to Big Sizes Seen 


As Models over 8.9-Cu. Ft. 
Account for 45% of Volume 


NEW YORK CITY—A total of 
450,550 home and farm freezers 
was scid during 1948 by from 33 to 
36 companies reporting to the Na- 
tional Electrical Manufacturers As- 
sociation, Nema reported recently. 
No comparable figures were released 
for 1947. 

December sales, however, slid to 
a new low for the year of 20,847 
units, nearly 25% below November. 

Of the 1948, total, more than 25% 
of the freezers sold were in the 7 to 
8.9-cu. ft. classification. Approxi- 
mately another 30% of those sold 
had less than 7-cu. ft. capacity. The 
remaining 45% had 9 cu. ft. or niore 
capacity. 

Only 3,873 of these units were sold 
beyond the borders of the United 
States, the statistics showed. 

Last year, Nema reported domestic 
sales only on freezers up to 16 cu. ft. 
by 29 to 32 companies. These totaled 
288,763 units. 

This year, the association’s figu’ us 
on freezers of up to 16.9 cu. ft. re- 
vealed 398,455 sold in the domestic

Dealer Salesmen’s Pay 


Is Keyed to Overhead, 
Profit on Each Item 


DENVER—On the theory that it 
is going to require “something differ- 
ent” in appliance salesmen compensa- 
tion to attract good men in the 
future, Herb Names, president of © 
Herb Names, Inc., operating three 
retail appliance stores in Denver, has 
developed an unusual incentive nay 
plan. 

Under the system developed, each 
of 13 salesmen in the Names organi- 
zation will be “compensated on a 
basis commensurate with the dis- 
count slowed by distributors.” 

What this means is that the store 
has assigned a certain, specified 
“base profit’ which it wants to 
earn on every major appliance sold, 
plus specific “overhead costs” which 
include drayage, trade-in allowances, 
cost of warranties maintenance, and 
other factors. 

Under the plan, when a new appli- 
ance is sold, the salesman’s commis- 
sion is the entire amount remaining 
after the base profit and overhead 
expenses have been deducted. 

For example, when a refrigerator 
bearing a 40% markup is _ sold, 
Names subtracts haulage cost, trade- 
in allowance if any, and a predeter- 
mined store profit, leaving the rest 
for the salesman. This may amount 
to as much as 12 or 14%, according 
to the manner in which the sale is 
handled.

frigerant charge is excessive and 
some should be removed, the com- 
pany said. 

The cooling coil is equipped with 
mechanically expanded copper tubes 


| and aluminum fins. All connections 


are copper-welded. The coil is sup- 
plied with refrigerant through a 
multi-port expansion valve. 

The air discharge plenum is lo- 
cated at the top of the unit and can 
be easily removed when ducts are re- 
quired. A cooling coil is placed in the 
compressor compartment to remove 
heat thrown off by the motor and 
compressor. 

An aluminum drain pan is pro- 
vided and is completely insulated to 


| prevent sweating into the compressor 
| compartment. 


An outside air connection is pro- 
vided at the back of the cabinet for 
application where it is necessary to 
introduce outside air for proper ven- 
tilation. 

A thermostat and selector switch 
are concealed behind the name plate 
door in the upper front panel to pro- 
tect them from damage and dirt. The 
controls allow for operation of the 
fan while the compressor is idle. 

The thermostatic switch may be 
adjusted to maintain any desired 
room temperature. If the thermo- 
static switch becomes inoperative, 
the unit will be shut down by an 
auxiliary pressure switch. The unit 
will also be shut down if the dis- 
charge pressure becomes too high. 

A by-pass damper, that allows air 
to by-pass the evaporator, is also 
provided.

It consists of a 15-ton evaporative 
condenser, a 15-hp. condensing unit, 
and an air conditioner. Water from 
the city main is drawn through the 
evaporative condenser at a rate of 
approximately 5,000 gals. per day. In 
winter, the water has a temperature 
of about 40° F. or more and in 
summer of up to 85° F 

The heat pump reduces the water 
to 33° F. and empties it into the 
sewer. The heat extracted is passed 
through blower coils and forced into 
the restaurant through three ceiling

In summer, the cycle is reversed 
and the system operates as a stand- 
ard water-cooled air conditioning 
system.

perversion-of-information are indis- 
pensable tools of an intrenched bu- 
reaucracy. Freedom of speech and 
the press are anathema to the typical 
government Bureau Chief, because 
they embrace the right to criticize, 
and to point out blunders. 


Mistakes, bad guesses, and unwise 
policies—when exposed—all reflect 
upon the bureaucrats, and (perish the 
thought!) hint that the hoping-to- 
become-statues Big Dealers - should 
be unhorsed. 


Their answer to honest criticism is 
to hire more tax-consuming assist- 
ants who are ordered to “get favor- 
able publicity.” 

By setting up still another bureau 
to assuage or explain their mistakes, 
to keep subsequent trespasses out of 
print, and to glorify themselves, they 
try to whitewash the evils which are 
inherent in bureaucracy itself. 


Bureau-sponsored “publicity men” 
are assigned an almost impossible 
task. Few of them are Charlie 
Michelsons (the man who made FDR 
plausible). 

To begin, they must hornswoggle 
into the public mind a fantasy: the 
misconception that their Boss is a 
Superman. He must be all things to 
all men—a saint and a sinner, a 
rich man and a laborer, a well edu- 
cated philosopher and a “horny- 
handed son of toil” who was born in 
a log cabin, a “sound” man whose 
principles are inviolate, and a “lib- 
eral” (whatever that means). 

In this day and age of informed 
skepticism, even a Huey Long might 
experience tough going in trying to 
hoodwink the voters of most states 
on a tangible, freely-debated issue. 
The complications involved would 
defeat the oversimplifications of the 
most ingenious “publicity man.” 

Organized Pressure Groups—such 
as Labor, Agriculture, Wall Street, 
Trade Associations, Prohibitionists, 
the League of Women Voters, the 
Negroes and the self-conscious Jews 
—he’d try to placate by supporting 
trivial “face saving’? measures which 
the Pressure Groups now realize 
probably won’t be reported out of 
the Congressional committee to which 
they would be referred. So he’d get 
nowhere with such double-dealing. 

As for the rest of us—the “faceless 
mob” whose opinions are mathe- 
maticized and synchronized by the 
Gallup Polls—Congressmen realize 
that our attitudes sometimes are 
jockeyed by sheer emotionalism. 

But they also understand that our 
emotional positions on such funda- 


Democracy’s “the majority rules” 
principle is made-to-order for disci- 
plined minorities. They vote in a 
body — almost unanimously — while 
the lazy real majority of eligible 
voters defaults its right to express 
preferences and opinions by for- 
getting—or being too tired or too 
lazy or too unconcerned or too busy 
to vote. 


Small turn-outs for elections are 
counted on by “axe-grinding’” and 
potentially overbearing minorities to 
advance their undemocratic schemes. 


Initial benefitors of defaulted 
citizenship at the polls—like the 
Communist schemers who slyly pro- 
mote price-fixing ‘fair trade” laws, 
and who rob consumers by compelling 


labor-union-extorted exorbitant wage- — 


rates—ride high, wide, and hand- 
somely ... for a short time. 


Before they realize what’s hap- 
pened to them, however, these over- 
confident minority propagandists find 
themselves encumbrated with bureau- 
cratic necklaces of sink-to-the-bottom 
millstones. Their Projects are 
stymied by governmental red-tape; 
and their “long-range objectives” are 
estopped by the inherent ultimates 
of their collective machinations. 

Illustration: The overly-successful 
Pressure Group is among the first 
to be nationalized and suppressed in 
a socialistic economy (because an 
organized minority is so easy to 
enfold into a dictatorial hegemony). 

Trouble with Democracy is that 
“freedom of speech and assembly” 
(an inviolate principle) allows these 
undemocratic Pressure Groups to 
form; and to indulge in dreams of 
valor and supremacy. They quickly 
are entranced by the notion that 
suppression of the “average” citizen’s 
interests is feasible, and that they 
can get more than they deserve for 
themselves and their camp-followers 
by forcing controversial issues to an 
irrational conclusion, and by demand- 
ing that their Will be done “or else.” 

Unless they are disestablished by 
aroused Public Opinion, the few can 
then rule the many. 

No bad law or vicious minority will 
be tolerated or perpetuated by a 
republican populace which isn’t too 
lazy or preoccupied to vote. 

When people who are allowed to 
vote do exercise their franchise, they 
maintain their independence and 
their citizenship. And they put 
Pressure Groups in their proper 
places.

Heat from Ground Warms 


|'House Cheaply, But Cost 


Of Installation Is High 


ALFRED, N. Y.—A heating plant 
that uses heat from the ground in- 
stead of coal or natural gas is in 
operation at Mathew’  Burzycki’s 
home here. 

Burzycki, a young college instruc- 
tor, planned the scheme of pipes, re- 
frigerant flow, and condensers which 
reverses the principle of refrigeration 
and keeps their home at a comfort- 
able 70° F. 

“The way the plant is set up, liquid 
refrigerant goes down % in. ‘feeder’ 
pipe sunk into the ground,” Burzyski 
explained. “There it becomes gas and 
returns up a %-in. ‘jacket’ pipe to 
a compressing pump which raises the 
temperature of the gas. 

“From the compressor, the gas 
into the house-heating system made 
of %-in. pipe beneath the floor. As 
the gas gives up heat, it liquifies and 
returns to the ground pipes. A ther- 
mostat on the compressors makes 
everything automatic.” 

He added that the 15 ground pipes 
are set vertically in the ground about 
four or five feet apart-and to a depth 
of about 16 feet. 

“The only operating cost is for 
electricity to run the compressors 
and the operating cost is somewhat 
less than for conventional heating 
systems,” he added. 

He was reluctant to set a figure 
on the installation cost, but admitted 
that it was substantially more than 
for installation of a conventional 
furnace.

Cornell’s Air Conditioned 
‘Olfactorium’ Will Aid 
Basic Research In Smells 


ITHACA, N. Y.—An elaborate air 
conditioning system is being used at 
Cornell university here to make a 
double, air-tight, glass compartment 
odor-free to aid in basic research in 
smells. 

The system, it was said, can re- 
move all odors from the chamber’s 
air supply or admit any combination 
of aromas. It is claimed to have 
made possible the first olfactory ex- 
periments ever conducted in an at- 
mosphere completely free from 
extraneous odors. 

The olfactorium, ,as the chamber 
is called, was donated to the univers- 
ity by Joseph E. Seagrams & Sons, 
Inc. The installation was reported to 
cost more than $12,000. 

Cornell authorities declared that 
elaborate precautions are taken to 
prevent an experimental subject from 
bringing extraneous odors into the 
chamber with him. 

Before entering, the subject bathes 
thoroughly and washes his nose and 
throat with two deodorants, the 
second of which is odorless. 

Then he clothes himself with a 
sterilized Fiberglas coverall that 
leaves only his face exposed. After 
entering the chamber, he exhales into 
a glass tube that carries the air he 
has breathed outside the chamber.

interviewed in a recent nationwide 


- survey and were served at least once 


a week by 64% of those housewives, 
Ray Robinson, director of research 
for the Crowell-Collier Publishing 
Co., told the national all-industry 
frozen food convention here last 
week. ’ 

Robinson said the survey covered 
2,407 housewives in 34 cities across 
the country and represented all in- 
come groups. Representatives of 
Woman’s Home Companion made the 
survey, he noted. 

Other information gleaned from the 
survey included the following: 

The proportion of families pur- 
chasing frozen food rose from 51% 
of those with incomes under $2,000 
to 90% of those with incomes of 
$7,500 or more. 

The proportion of families serving 


frozen foods five to seven times per 
week rose from 3% in the lower in- 
come groups to 16% in the higher 
income levels. 


Thirty percent of non-buyers 


‘thought frozen foods were to ex- 


pensive, 19% never tried them, 17% 
prefer fresh foods, 9% dislike them, 
and 6% had home canned varieties. 

Forty-four percent of frozen food 
purchasers said they bought because 
they liked the flavor, 36% because 
they were convenient, 22% because 
they were time saving, 10% because 
there was no waste, and 9% be- 
cause there was no cleaning. 


An estimated 5,000 frozen food 
packers, preservers, brokers, ware- 
housemen, suppliers, and distributors 
attended the convention and exposi- 
tion. About 100 firms representing 
all segments of the industry put on 
exhibits. Five different associations 
took part. 


34-City Survey Indicates over 50% of Families 
In All Income Groups Buy Frozen Foods Regularly 


Fred J. Becker, president of the 
National Association of Frozen Food 
Packers and chairman of the con- 
vention and exposition, expressed op- 
timism about the future of the 
industry. 

He predicted that. the number of 
outlets selling frozen foods would 
rise from 60,000 in 1948 to 100,000 in 
the present year. 

“Regional crop failures no longer 
materially affect the frozen food in- 
dustry,” he asserted, ‘because pro- 
duction has been decentralized. 

“Until very recently from 60 to 
70% of the major frozen food items, 
particularly fruits and vegetables, 
were produced in three states—Cali- 
fornia, Oregon, and Washington. By 
decentralization of production areas, 
by cost and carryover studies, by 
surveys in consumer demands and 
desires, the industry is getting onto a 
scientific production basis.”

Frozen Custard 


Use of Maidtacs To Make Uniform, Smooth-Textured 
Product Will Increase Public Consumption 


NEW YORK CITY—In view of the 
“great confusion” over the meaning 
of ‘frozen custard,” Tom Carvel, 
president of Carvel Corp., feels that 
a little clarification is in order. 

So thinking, he has attempted to 
define the product. His views, he 
says, are based on 14 years of opera- 
tional experience plus freezer engi- 
neering and manufacturing experi- 
ence. 

“Frozen custard was originated as 
a substitute for ice cream with a 
lower fat content and high overrun,” 
he explains. “Eventually, various 
states put a definite classification on 
it, equal to that of French ice cream, 
which is generally a 10% fat, one- 
half of 1% egg yolk solids. 

“However, the average purchaser 
traveling through the country gets 
so many types of products, good and 
bad, that in most cases it hurts the 


business in general. 

“The greatest fault lies in the fact 
that almost every counter freezer 
salesman when selling his equipment, 
which usually produces a product at 
23 to 27°, claims that it will make 
‘frozen custard’ and advocates 100% 
overrun ‘to reduce the cost of the 
finished product’ for his prospect. 

“The operator of this equipment 
then attempts to store four or five 
flavors in a dispensing cabinet set 
at 12 to 18° for unlimited periods 
and serve it supposedly ‘freezer 
fresh,’ which, as most ice cream men 
know, will cause it to become coarse, 
grainy, and crystallized. 

“Thus, a continuous machine was 
designed specially to produce a 
‘frozen custard’ or freezer-fresh 
French ice cream at 18°. These ma- 
chines, because of their freezing 
speed and low air _ incorporation 


(averaging 40% overrun) produce a 
smooth textured, delicious product. 
Therefore, our definition follows: 
“A good dairy mix with approxi- 
mately 38% total solids, one-half of 
1% egg yolks, preferably fresh eggs, 
frozen in a fast-freezing, continuous- 
type freezer. The total freezing and 
whipping time not to exceed one 
minute from the time it enters the 
cylinder to the time it is ejected and 
expelled at 18° with a maximum 
overrun of 50%, hard enough to 
form on a cone or sundae. However, 
most*any dairy mix treated in this 
manner produces a good product.”

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Chance of Success 
In ‘Store’ Locker 
Plant Seen Good 


Already-Built Store Means 
Low Overhead, Builder Says 


By C. Dale Mericle 


, NASHVILLE, Tenn—‘“After a year 
of inactivity due to high construc- 
tion costs, interest in locker plants 
seems to be picking up. Just now 
we’re getting ready to install three 
plants of 100, 150, and 200-locker 
capacities,” says B. B. Askew of the 
Askew Locker Co. here. 

“These plants are going to grocery 
and general stores in small towns in 
out-state Tennessee, and for an in- 
stallation of this type there is prac- 
tically no overhead for the locker 
plant itself to carry, so it becomes 
economically practical. 

“Another thing that’s been holding 
locker construction,” Askew 
continued, “is green lumber. Nowa- 
days they’re shooting squirrels out 
of a tree today and using lumber 
from that same tree 30 days later. 

“That doesn’t work with locker 
plants. The green lumber will wet 
the insulation and make it useless, 
besides warping and letting moisture 
get into the insulation in other ways. 
Sooner or later, instead of insulation 
you'll have a solid wall of ice, which 
is useless as insulation,” Askew said. 


STORE HAS PLENTY OF ROOM 


“These smaller plants average 
about $50 per locker to install. Of 
course, that doesn’t include the cold- 
room, which is usually already avail- 
able in a grocery or market of, the 
general store. And there’s usually 
plenty of room in the back of such a 
store for the locker room. Most of 
the time the back room is just piled 
high with empty crates anyway. The 
locker installation actually makes the 
back room much more attractive. 

“Where the condensing unit goes 
doesn’t matter too much, just so 
long as it’s in a convenient location 
where it’s not too hot or too cold. 
It can even go outside the store in 
a lean-to shed if necessary. But don’t 
put it on the sunny side of the build- 
ing,” Askew warns. 

-“On the sunny side, it can get so 
hot during summier.months that the 
high-pressure switch on the unit will 
throw out and stop the machine. 

“Another saving made possible by 


these smaller plants is that an air- . 


cooled condensing unit may be em- 
ployed. Usually a 2-hp. machine can 
handle 100 lockers easily. Some- 
times,” Askew said, “the first water 
bill on a water-cooled job will shock 
the owner. 


,ENOUGH PERSONNEL ON HAND 


* “Still another advantage of these 
smaller plants installed in a store is 
that the store already has the neces- 
sary people to operate it, even a 
butcher, so this adds nothing to the 
present overhead of the store. 

“While there are a fair number of 
locker plants in Tennessee now, 
there’s still plenty of room for the 
small plants, especially in the small 
towns or villages between the larger 
communities,” Askew believes. ‘‘Peo- 
ple don’t like to have to drive too 
far to their locker plant, so they 
would prefer to use the local plant. 

“One other thing I like about these 
smaller plants is that I can load 
everything we need to build and in- 
stall one of them on a single large 
truck and have the job installed and 
operating in a very few days.” 

At one time Askew operated four 
locker plants himself, but now he is 
running only one. He started building 
plants just before the war, previ- 
ously having been active in promot- 
ing the construction of toll bridges. 
He also has a distributor franchise 
for Biro meat-cutting equipment, and 
always employs Kramer Trenton’s 
Thermobank system for automatic 
defrosting in his locker installations. 
* A major problem in locker plant 
construction, as everyone knows, is 
achieving proper insulation. 

“Some people have strange ideas 
about this. I remember one deal,” 
Askew recalls, “where the prospect 
told me that we wouldn’t have to 
insulate the floor of the locker room 
because it was made of concrete. 

“So I said to him, ‘Did you ever 
try to carry water in a flour sifter?’ 

“He was stumped by that one, so 
I went on to explain air and mois- 
ture can travel through concrete 
readily because the concrete provides 
no real seal for air and vapor.”

Fees Are Keyed to the Unit’s Horsepower 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich.—Commer- 


cial refrigeration service firms and 
dealers are going to increase their . 


contributions to the operating reve- 
nues of the city of Grand Rapids as 
a result of a recent amendment to 
a city ordinance governing the in- 
stallation and alteration of refrig- 
eration equipment. 

The city has changed the ordinance 
to provide a scale of fees for install- 
ing, “commercial artificial refrigera- 
tion system or domestic remote unit” 
that is keyed to the horsepower of 
the unit involved. 

The fees are collectible at the time 
application is made for a permit to 
install the new unit. 

Before the amendment was passed 
last Jan. 31, the city collected $2 for 
the installation of a _ self-contained 
unit and $5 for a remote unit. Now, 
however, the scale goes like this: 

“For new installation of a unit (re- 
mote or: self-contained) : 

“Up to and including % hp. $2.00. 

“More than % and up to and in- 
cluding 3 hp. $3.00. 

“More than 3-and up to including 
25 hp. $1.00 per hp. 

“More than 25 hp. $25.00.” 

The $2 fee for alteration or addi- 
tion to a unit, either remote or self- 
contained, remains the same. 

The ordinance, before the amend- 
ment, stated that “no person, firm, 
or corporation, other than one pro- 
perly licensed, shall install, alter, or 
repair any artificial refrigeration 
system within the City of Grand

Water Cooling Installation 


Comment has been received from 
two sources on the story about the 
refrigeration installation to _ cool 
bread dough at the Jefferson City 
Baking Co. in Jefferson City, Mo. 

F. M. Bennett of Refrigeration 
Economics Co., which built the water 
cooling unit used in connection with 
dough mixers made by the J. H. Day 
Co. of Cincinnati, makes the follow- 
ing corrections: 

Dough is not held at 40° F., but 
rather at about 78° F. 

The water is held at 34° F. or 
above, depending on the thermostat 
setting. 

The water does not go from the 
mixer jacket to an evaporative cool- 
ing tower in the basement; rather, it 
returns to the ice water tank. 

From E. S. Mason, Jr., of the J. H- 
Day Co. comes this comment: 

“For your information, the water 
cooling unit installed in the Jefferson 
City Baking Co. was designed and 
built especially for our company by 
the Refrigeration Economics Co. We 
are currently selling these in con- 
nection with the cooling of our dough 
mixers. 

“The type described in your pub- 
lication is now obsolete and we have 
now gone to a closed water system 
with the water tank mounted on the 
top and the compressor and circulat- 
ing water pump mounted beneath. 


“Our reason for writing is that 
some of the refrigeration people 
throughout the country may have 
been requested by various bakers to 
design cooling units for them and 
this particular unit might be of in- 
terest to them.”

Institute Issues ‘Commercial Standard’ on 
Mineral Wool Insulation for Low Temp Use 


NEW YORK CITY—A new 26- 
page Commercial Standard, num- 
bered CS105-48 and entitled “Mineral 
Wool Insulation for Low Tempera- 
tures,” has been prepared by the 
joint action of the Industrial Mineral 
Wool 
Bureau of Standards. 

The new insulation Standard super- 
sedes the 1943 edition and includes a 
number of major additions which 
bring it up to date. 

The standard defines in detail five 
forms of mineral wool commonly 
used in low-temperature applications. 
They are: the loose, granulated, felt, 
industrial batt, and board, or block, 
forms. 

Recommended specification require- 
ments for thermal conductivity, 
density, moisture sorption, corrosive 
properties, odor, and fire resistance 
of mineral wools are given. 

Recommended characteristics of 
auxiliary materials such as asphalt, 
asphalt primer, cold asphalt mastic,

asphalt emulsion, reenforcing mem- 
branes, vapor barrier membrane, 
vapor-permeable membrane, wood, 
metal, cement, and hydraulic lime 
are also given. 

Two tables show recommended 
thickness for average low-tempera- 
ture operating conditions and mini- 
mum thicknesses permissible. 


Construction data tells how to pre- | 


pare monolithic concrete, unit ma- 
sonry, plastering, asphalt primer, 
and wood surfaces for mineral wool 
application. Construction details in- 
clude sections on vapor barrier, foun- 
dations, and general construction. 
Fifteen line drawings specify 
details of various types of floor, 
ceiling, and wall installations. Cross- 
furring construction, joist construc- 


tion, and load-carrying mineral wool © 


board construction are illustrated and 
described in the section on floors. 
Cross-furring construction, joist 
construction, above-ceiling construc- 
tion, and suspended ceiling construc- 


tion are described in the section on 
ceiling installations. 

Two pages, including one table 
and two drawings, are devoted to 
pipe-line insulation. Insulation thick- 
nesses by ranges of nominal pipe 
sizes are tabulated for temperatures 
ranging from 45° F. to -45° F. Line 
drawings give details of installing 
and sealing off pipe-line insulation. 

The standard concludes with the 
names of companies which have ac- 
cepted as standard practice the rec- 
ommendations set forth in the 
Standard. The list includes a total of 
243 names—8 associations, 232 firms 
and other interests, and 3 govern- 
ment departments.

NEW ORLEANS — Operating a 
commercial refrigeration distributor- 
ship is usually a full-time job, but 
the head man of perhaps the fastest- 
growing such firm in New Orleans 
does it as a sideline. 

His main occupation is piloting a 
Chicago & Southern airliner between 
here and South American ports. But 
T. S. Bridges, for that’s his name, is 
finding that his B. & B. Appliances 
& Supply Co. is taking up more and 
more of his time. 

“I fly about 11 days out of the 
month now, and the rest of the time 
is devoted to the refrigeration busi- 
ness,” Bridges explains. 

A veteran commercial pilot, Bridges 
got into the refrigeration business 
during the war when he was on 
Chicago & Southern’s New Orleans- 
Chicago run. 

“Like many other people early in 
the war, I had heard about frozen 
foods and home freezers so I decided 
to get one for myself. I - checked 
with a local refrigeration man here, 
who offered me an old, beat-up ice 
cream cabinet for $950. 

“Right there I decided that if there 
was this much money to be made in 
refrigeration I was going to get into 
the business myself,” Bridges recalls. 

So he started out with household 


appliances, and gradually began con- 
centrating on commercial refrigera- 
tion. Now he sells commercial almost 
exclusively, although his washer re- 
pair parts business is growing, he 
says. 

Getting into the appliance business 
during the war was a difficult task 
with appliances being so scarce, espe- 
cially in the south. Bridges, however, 
had one advantage. Flying between 
New Orleans and Chicago, he had 
time between flights in Chicago to 
scout around and establish sources 
of supply. The personal contacts so 
made proved of considerable advan- 
tage to him. 


South American Contacts 


Not so long ago he was transferred 


to the South American run, and this 
likewise has proved advantageous to 
him in the operation of the business, 
for B. & B. Supply handles exports 
to South and Central America and 
the Carribean islands for Federal’s 
line of commercial equipment. 

The export end of the business, 
however, had been in operation for 
some time before Bridges began 
making regular commercial flights 
down there. Besides the export busi- 
ness, B. & B. also distributes Federal 
in Louisiana and Mississippi, and

Several dealers have been estab- 
lished ‘in Colombia, Panama, Ecua- 
dor, Peru, and Costa Rica, while 
Mercantil Federal S. A. serves as 
Federal distributor (under Bridges) 
for most of Venezuela except for 
the extreme western part of the 
country and Maracaibo. 


Bridges finds the export business 
extremely interesting, he says. 


This means training local me- 
chanics, for one thing, usually by 
bringing key men up to New Orleans, 
giving them a thorough training 
course in theory and practice, and 
then letting these men train co- 
workers when they return home, 
explains Bridges. 

“You have to be able to talk their 
language,” he also emphasizes. “This 
is not absolutely essential in lining 
up distributors and dealers or even 
discussing sales with prospects, al- 
though it naturally helps a great 
deal. 


Language Helps Business 


“The chief thing is to be able to 
talk with the users and mechanics 
to find out their problems of opera- 
tion. Mechanics are hard to talk to 


except in their own language, 
usually,” he’ added, stressing the 
point that unless the mechanics 


thoroughly understand the equipment 
and know how to keep it in good 
running order, no _ distributor or 
dealer will have a satisfactory opera- 
tion. 

All the equipment which B. & B. 
ships to South and Central America 
is crated for export in the sizeable 
new warehouse Bridges. recently 
added to his structure, which is lo- 
cated on the edge of New Orleans’ 
famed French Quarter. 

An office is also maintained by 
Bridges in the International Trade 
Mart building in downtown New Or- 
leans to aid in the export business. 

Although crating requirements 
differ somewhat depending in the 
steamship line for which the ship- 


added in some instances, he said. 
Despite his interest in export sales, 
Bridges also places heavy emphasis 
on local commercial sales and serv- 
ice, maintaining a crew of five sales- 
men, working under Louis Vergona, 
general manager, a shop foreman, 
three servicemen, and two helpers. 


The salesmen, who start out on a 
car allowance and commission basis, 
operate under a standing order of 
the firm that “any salesman found 
in the store after 9 a.m. or before 
4:30 p.m., unless he is with a cus- 
tomer, will be fired.” 

This, Bridges explains, keeps the 
men out on the street making calls. 

To, keep the salesmen plugging, 
however, and likewise to give every 
employe in the company a definite 
interest in seeing that as many sales 
are made as possible, an unusual 
bonus system has been devised by 
Bridges. 

“It’s so effective,” he says, “that 
when sales begin to lag I don’t talk 
to the salesmen about it. Instead I 
merely mention the fact to the boys 
in the shop, and then they really 
needle the sales force.” 


Invoices Determine Bonus 


The bonus system is based on the 
invoices billed by the company. For 
each invoice between $100 and $250 
the sum of $1 is banked in the spe- 
cial bonus fund. For invoices between 
$250 and $500, $2 goes into the fund; 
$3 for those between $500 and $750, 
$4 for -invoices between $750 and 
$1,000, and $5 for each invoice above 
$1,000. 

The accumulated fund remains in 
the bank until Dec. 15 when it is

Bonus Payments Are Figured According to 
Billings and Employe’s Length of Service 


(Concluded from preceding page) 
not participate in this bonus plan, 
receives a share of the fund, depend- 
ing upon how long he has been work- 
ing for the company. 

When Dec. 15 rolls around the 
total number of months worked by 
all employes are added together, and 
then the total sum in the bonus fund 


is divided by the total months. This 
gives the ‘value’ for each month of 
service. Last year, for example, each 
month of service was worth $3.05. 
This figure is then multiplied by 
the number of months each _ indi- 
vidual employe has been with B. & B. 
to determine the individual’s share. 
A man who had 36 months behind 


him last Dec. 15 would have received 
36 x $3.05 as his bonus,. while a 
person who’s been there only 10 
months would have received 10 x 
$3.05. 

It makes no difference whether the 
individual is a top-notch salesman 
or a truck driver. They all share 
alike, depending on how long they 
have been employed by the firm. A 
top-notch salesman,. of course, would 
have benefitted all through the year 
by his commissions, and so his share 
of the bonus fund probably would. 
not be quite so important to him as 
to one of the truck drivers, Bridges 
readily admits. 


The main objective of the plan, 
however, is to encourage every em- 
ploye to be sales-minded and keep 
on the alert to bring in sales leads. 


Servicemen Spot Sales 


“A serviceman might be called 
into a place to perform a repair job, 
but he sees that the customer would 
receive much more satisfaction if 
new equipment were installed, so he 
gets a salesman out there as soon 
as possible,” says Bridges. 

Salesmen also benefit by the exten- 
sive direct-mail promotion which the 
firm uses. Every month 10,000 pieces 
are mailed out to commercial pros- 
pects and present customers. This 
makes the prospects familiar with 
the B. & B. name, so “when the 
salesman walks in a place the pros- 
pect knows us,” Bridges explained. 

Offering prompt, efficient service 
is a most important aspect of con- 
ducting a refrigeration business, 
Bridges has found, so he has a crew 
of three servicemen and two helpers 
operating under Ed Boehm, shop 
manager. The firm has five service 
trucks, including one large one with

Most refrigeration repairs § are 
made of the. job, but the firm main- 
tains adequate shop facilities if 
equipment must be brought in for 
extensive repairs. Considerable re- 
conditioning work is also done in the 
shop. 

“When enough jobs for recondi- 
tioning pile up, all the servicemen 
except one are brought into the shop 
to handle this,’’ Bridges said. 


Card Record for Each Job 


To keep a close record on service 
calls, the firm maintains individual 
card records on each job listing all 
details of the equipment, the num- 
ber of calls that have been made, 
and what was done on each call. This 
record is always checked before a 
serviceman goes on a call because 
the information there will prepare 
him for the type and make of equip- 
ment involved. 

The shop foreman also has a record 
of the meter collections to be made, 
for the company does a considerable 
business in meter-type sales. The 
servicemen make _ the _ collections 
from the meter, each man being 
bonded by the company.

How Monthly Maintenance 
Fees Are Computed 


Preventive maintenance contracts 
have received considerable emphasis 
from B. & B. too. A relatively 
simple method of determining what 
to charge the customer. is used by 
this firm. The charge is simply $3 
a month for an installation with one 
expansion valve, plus $1.50 a month 
for each additional expansion valve. 

For this the owner of a small com- 
mercial or air conditioning installa- 
tion receives from B. & B. a monthly 
checkup that includes cleaning the 
condenser, oiling, making minor ad- 
justments, and checking belts, etc. 

This generally takes a serviceman 
15 or 20 minutes for a job with a 
single expansion valve, according to 
Boehm, the shop manager.

If repairs are needed, the customer 
pays the list price for the parts but 
he isn’t charged for the. labor in- 
volved. 

Naturally, when B. & B. under- 
takes to set up a maintenance con- 
tract on equipment it hasn’t installed, 
it first makes a very careful check 
of the system to see if it is in good 
operating condition before the con- ‘ 
tract is signed. | 

Around-the-clock service is offered 
by the company, servicemen alter- 
nating on two-week periods to cover 
the night trick for emergency calls. 
If the serviceman has to go out on 
a call at night, he takes time off 
later in the week to make up for it, 
according to Bridges.

Practical Formula for 
Selling Big Freezers 


(Concluded from Page 1) 


the analyzer, the prospective buyer can figure out what size 
freezer he needs. He arrives at the right size by (1) analyzing 
the amount of food he wants to put in his freezer on a year-round 
basis, and (2) then doing a little simple arithmetic. 


C. U. Haverly, Sr., president of this company, considers 
that prospects for his freezers are divided into three types: 


Type 1—The buyer who purchases food in proper quantities 
on the farm, or at the market, and who takes advantage of the 
lowest in season price for all of his vegetables, fruits, and meat. 


Type 2—The buyer who has his own land and raises some or 
all of his own vegetables, fruits, and livestock for meat. 


Type 3—The buyer who raises more vegetables, fruits, and 


The analyzer is applied to types 1 and 2 buyers in this way, 
according to Haverly: 

The buyer is asked how many meal size packages or pounds 
of food he wants to feed his family each week or month, and 
also the number of cubic feet of space he will need for food not 
readily classified by meal size packages or pounds. 


(Incidentally, it is assumed in all cdses that the buyer will 
draw upon his fresh food supply four weeks out of the year, and 
live out of his home freezer during the other 48 weeks, or 11 
months. ) 


These figures are entered in appropriate columns on the 
analyzer, which contains a list of every-day frozen foods. The 
comibined totals in each like column are added and inserted in 
the proper blank space in a formula at the bottom of the form. 
Here is the formula:

Two-thirds of the final total is the size freezer (in cubic feet) 
the buyer needs. 


In the case of the type 2 buyer, Haverly notes that “each ‘ 
year some yields are better than in other years, and the buyer 
will realize a full 100% profit in any foods he carries over into 
the poor-yielding years when otherwise it would be a total loss.” 


With the number 3 buyer, the procedure is slightly different. 
First, the salesman analyzes the buyer’s personal needs on one 
analyzer sheet—as he does with the types 1 and 2 buyer. Then, 
on another sheet, he analyzes the amount of food the buyer ex- 
pects to hold and for approximately how long. After this has 
been reduced to cubic feet of space by the analyzer, it is added 
to the personal needs. The total is the size freezer space needed. 
Haverly firmly believes that a method of providing fairly 
accurate information as to the correct size freezer a prospect 
requires is absolutely imperative. 

“To everyone buying any type of home and farm freezer equip- 
ment, price and eye appeal are the first consideration,” he says. 
“Advantages, usefulness, dollar return on the investment and 
quality are the things the trusted salesman is supposed to pro- 
tect his customer in.” 

What will your customer think of your judgment, he asks, 
if he finds out you have sold him a too-small freezer instead of 


a useful and profitable piece of equipment? What will you do 
to hold his confidence?

Mills Chart Explains Distribution 
And Defines Eligible Purchasers 


CHICAGO—How Mills Industries, 
Inc. intends to distribute its condens- 
ing unit service parts was recently 
revealed to the trade through a com- 
pany issued chart outlining the dis- 
tribution set-up and providing a set 
of definitions of eligible purchasers. 

According to the chart, the factory 
will sell only to national users, dis- 
tributors, or jobbers. One exception 
to this list, according to Hiland G. 
Kirkwood, general service manager, 
is that an operator may purchase 
direct from the factory with written 
permission from the distributor. 


Mills defines a national user as 
one who owns and operates over the 
United States, maintains a service 
stock, and purchases for his branch 
operators. This includes manufac- 
turers who purchase parts as part 
of their production. a 

Distributors, according to Mills, 
have exclusive franchises covering 
more than one state and maintain a 
service stock. They will sell Mills 
parts to “operators” who own or 
operate several finished products 
from which the major profit is real- 


ized. Such operators service their 


own equipment and stock parts. 


The operators, in turn, sell to 
ultimate users, who are defined as 
those who operate more than one 
machine from which the major pro- 
fits are derived and do only a minor 
part of the servicing of their equip- 
ment. They do not stock parts and 
are usually set up by a distributor 
or a distributor’s operator. 

Jobbers, Mills said, are those who 


companies _ sell 


stock and sell service parts and con- 
densing units only. They, along with 
distributors, sell to dealers, contrac- 


_tors, and service companies. 


contractors, and service 
finished products, 
maintain service organizations, and 
stock parts to cover their own sales 
and services. eee 

They sell to the retail trade, which 
consists of purchasers who do not

‘stock parts or do their own servicing 


and make no purchases for resale. 

Kirkwood noted that Mills makes 
products that require a large variety 
of service parts, such as bottle vend- 


ing machines, cup vending machines, 


coin changers, slug rejectors, ice 
cream freezers, ice cream dispenser 
and hardening cabinets, pin ball game 
parts, cigarette machine parts, 
scales, complete condenser parts 
from % hp. to and including 10 hp., 
Bell machines and motion picture 
equipment.

IS POWERFUL SALES AID

A recent book which interested 
me a great deal was your “The 
Marshal’s Baton.” I-have not read 
all of it—in fact, probably never will 
—but I have thumbed its pages, 
selecting those chapters which re- 
minded me most of the days in the 
refrigeration field. (We do not sell 
jet engines to the Army and Navy 
by these same methods.) 


With reference to your specialized 
selling methods, I have one quarrel. 
Admittedly, this is from a _ very 
biased viewpoint; but you will re- 
member that I was chief engineer 
and I do not feel that one brief para- 


graph is adequate to deal with his 


potential contributions to a sales 
convention. 


It was my pleasure to present the 
new products to Frigidaire’s distri- 
butor organization each year, and my 
engineering associates and myself 
really looked forward to this occa- 
sion as our opportunity to “sell our 
wares.” 


I believe that it is a fair statement 
that this feature of our distributor’s 
program was eagerly awaited by 
audience and speaker alike. This 
should obviously be true because so 
much of the success of the coming 
year was going to depend upon the 
material which the engineering group 
had developed and was now ready to 
place in the hands of the selling or- 


‘ganization. 


It is my opinion that a chief engi- 
neer enjoys advantages in present- 
ing a new product program, as con- 
trasted to any other speaker who 
may be assigned this task. 


First, his organization is respon- 
sible for the products which are be- 
ing shown and therefore, he should 
be able to make the presentation 
with the greatest amount of know- 
ledge and background of the subject. 


Second, if his human weaknesses 
have been properly hidden by an 
adroit sales management, he is re- 
garded as an “expert” by the audi- 
ence. 


Third, his statements can and 
should create the atmosphere of be- 
ing “taken behind the scenes” which 
sales audiences like. 


Fourth, he should really know 
more about the subject of products 
than any man in the organization 
and that is the best vantage point 
from which to make any talk. 


Fifth, the chief engineer has this 
opportunity of convincing the sales 
staff that the engineering organiza- 
tion is working in the interest of 
the sales groups and the customers. 


Sixth, this occasion is an oppor- 
tunity to build, year by year, the 
confidence which a sales organiza- 
tion should have in the engineering 
and manufacturing groups. This can 
be a great asset and, if absent, is 
a tremendous liability. 

Our engineering presentations were 
purposely presented without the 
sales promotional “trimmings.” This 
caused the audience to feel that they 
were being “told about” the products 
rather than being ‘sold’ the pro- 
ducts. Of course, all of these state- 
ments apply only to the national 
distributor meeting—not to the 
dealers’ meetings which are held 
throughout the country. 

It will be obvious to you that I 
am not a literary critic, but I knew 
intimately so many of the situations 
and people dealt with in the book 
“The Marshal’s Baton,” that I could 
not forego writing these apprecia- 
tions and these criticisms. Inciden- 
tally, I have been a rather careful 
reader of yours ‘for a good many 
years and will claim credit for know- 
ing your style well enough to spot 
the exact point where your writing 
ended and an “expert” took over.

Need Only Be Plogged | In

ANN ARBOR, Mich.—An auto- 
matic device which daily defrosts 
any electric refrigerator is manu- 
factured by the Automatic Controls 
Corp., in the Wolverine building here. 

Called the “Defrost Automatic,” 
the unit is made of unbreakable 
bakelite 3 in. in diameter. No special 
installation is required as the device 
merely plugs into the electrical wall 
outlet and the refrigerator cord is 
then plugged into the device. 

A Telechron clock movement turns 
off the electricity at 1 a.m. each 
night, just long enough to defrost 
the refrigerator. The manufacturer 
claims that foods are not subject to 
spoilage during this short period as 
compared with the much longer time 
required to melt away the accumula- 
tion of ice and frost when defrosting 
is done once or twice a week. 

Also, states the Automatic DeFrost 
makers, when defrosting takes place 
every 24 hours, the drippage is slight 
and is easily caught in the drain pan. 

In the meantime, the moisture cir- 
culates within the box and helps to 
prevent food from drying out. 

The temperature rise in the refrig- 
erator during defrosting is only 
about 8°—not enough to melt the 
ice cubes but sufficient to melt away 
the ice on the freezing compartment 
and thus increase the efficiency of the 
refrigerator by preventing the insu- 
lating ice blanket from forming. 

Without this accumulation of ice 
on the coils, the motor operates less 
frequently which cuts power bill and 
prolongs life of the refrigerator. 

It retails at $12.95.

At the bottom, three lines are pro- 
vided for the name, address, and 
telephone number of the prospect. 

“We originally adopted the ques- 
tionnaire only for use in connection 
with prize drawings,” Schlesinger 
said. “But have found since that 
most people visiting the store are 
willing to fill out the questionnaire, 
even though there is no particular 
reward in sight for doing so.

Promoting ‘Store Modernization’ Angle Brings Dealer Air 
Cooling Contracts as Well as Commercial Equipment Sales 


DALLAS, Tex.—‘Business is here 
but we have to go out and get it,” 
declares J. A. Baggese, the rather 
young operator of a thriving com- 
mercial refrigeration and air condi- 
tioning business here who just now 
is preparing to enlarge his building 
to allow for increasing business. 

Baggese heads up Baggese Refrig- 
eration, distributor for C. V. Hill 
commercial equipment and Westing- 
house air conditioning, which has 
been in operation for a little less 
than a year. 

And though Baggese himself is 
only 45, he has 26 years of commer- 
cial experience to draw upon. He 
started in the game at the age of 19 
with his father. 

“We are trying to build a young 
organization here,’ Baggese declares. 
“Virtually all of the personnel ex- 
cept the men in the woodworking 
shop are young fellows in the 20’s 
or early 30’s.”’ 

The men working for Baggese 
would probably have to be young 
to keep up with the pace that the 
boss sets for himself. Energetic, full 
of drive, a good salesman, Baggese 
obtains a good share of the commer- 
cial business hereabouts, and he 
has also made quite a dent in the 
local air conditioning field, even 
though he’s only been in this for a 
few months. 

His success in air conditioning has 
startled some of the veteran contrac- 
tors, Baggese comments. 


Store Contacts Work 2 Ways 


Actually, air conditioning fits in 
very nicely with his commercial 
operation, as Baggese expected. 
Supermarkets in this area who offer 
a good market for sales of commer- 
cial equipment are likewise excellent 
prospects for air conditioning. 

Store modernization is pushed: by 
Baggese’s organization because: this 
type of sale can mean several pieces 
of equipment and probably an air 
conditioning installation to boot. 

“All stores are going to have to 
go to self-service and air condition- 
ing,” Baggese believes. “At present 
there are five 100% self-service oper- 
ations in Dallas, four of them in one 
chain. ; 

“When we approach a market 
prospect we explain to him how he 
can increase his sales with self-serv- 
ice, and we also emphasize that if 
he doesn’t modernize his store he’ll

lose customers to his competitors.” 

The firm is equipped to handle al- 
most all the work involved in such 
a modernization project. Besides the 
conventional refrigeration repair 
shop, Baggese has a _ paint-spray 
booth and a woodworking shop as 
well as facilities for sheet metal 
work. The latter, of course,-is em- 
ployed mostly for fabricating of air 
conditioning ductwork. 


25 Needed to Handle Jobs 


Counting Baggese himself, there 
are 25 employes in the firm—six 
salesmen, two air conditioning engi- 
neers, four service and installation 
men, three sheet-metal men, four 
woodworkers, two delivery men, a 
fixture layout man, two office work- 
ers, and the big boss. 

An outstanding example of a com- 
bination commercial refrigeration 
and air conditioning installation put 
in by Baggese is represented in the 
new supermarket which Cliff Food 
Stores has scheduled to open this 
spring. t 


Market Uses 30-Ton System 


In this market, which measures 90 
ft. by 210 ft. deep, there are two 
air conditioning systems totaling 30 
tons in capacity and 172 ft. of open 
self-serve cases refrigerated by seven 
condensing units. There are also 
cooler rooms for meats, wet vegeta- 
bles, and dry vegetables refrigerated 
by three more units. 


Pre-packaged, self-serve meat mer- © 


chandising will be used exclusively 
in this market, the meat being pre- 
pared and machine-wrapped in a 
meat preparation room measuring 
26 by 16 ft. After packaging, the 
meat will be displayed and sold from 
66 ft. of Hill 37-SS open cases. 

Vegetables will be displayed in 55 
ft. of Hill 45-VR open refrigerated 
cases, while frozen foods are to be 
handled in 14 ft. of Hill’s 82-FF 
frozen food cases. Rounding out the 
fixtures are 37 ft. of Hill 336 triple- 
duty dairy cases. 

To refrigerate this equipment 
Copeland machines are used through- 
out. There’s a single 2 hp. for the 
frozen food cases, two 2-hp. units on 
the vegetable cases, two 3-hp. ma- 
chines for the meat cases, and two 
2-hp. jobs for the open dairy cases. 

In addition, there are one 2-hp. and 
two 3-hp. machines supplying the

“The air discharge velocity will 
peter out before it reaches the 
cases,” he explains. 

Too great an air movement over 
the open cases, might, of course, cut 
the efficiency of these fixtures. 

Modern design will feature the 
new Cliff. supermarket as a whole. 
The front display windows will be 
slanting, there’ll be electric-eye door 
openers, and a large 48-ft. tower at 
the corner of the building topped 
with a flagpole will serve as a 
“landmark.” 

Besides handling the refrigeration 
and air conditioning installation for 
this store, Baggese also built the 
check-outs, counters, and display 
islands.

Most_of the 204 applicants for li- 
censes interviewed by the examining 
board were permitted to take the ex- 
aminations, but 14 were turned down. 

More than half of those applicants 
taking the written exam failed to get 
a passing grade of 75%. It was ex- 
plained, however, that the board 
gives an applicant who received at 
least 70% a chance to take the oral 
examination. Under the  circum- 
stances, the oral exam is quite rigid, 
and licenses are often granted, pro- 
vided the 70% minimum grade has 
been made, it is said. 

It will be noted in the accompany- 
ing tabulation that 31 licenses were 
granted “with written examination 
waived.” All of these cases involve 
contractors who don’t have an in- 
dividual license themselves but have 
in their employ a man already hold- 
ing a license. In this instance, the 
license goes to the firm and is in 
force as long as the individual em- 
ploye, usually the head of the shop, 
stays with the firm and maintains 
his own license.

Area for 4 Appliances 


‘KNOXVILLE, Tenn. — Consumers 
in the Tennessee Valley area pur- 
chased more than $50,000,000 worth 
of refrigerators, electric ranges, 
water heaters, and washing machines 
during fiscal 1948, the Tennessee 
Valley Authority announced in its 
recent 15th annual report. . 

TVA pointed out that in 1933, 
when it was organized, only 3.5% of 
the farms in the valley were electri- 
fied. Today, more than 50% are elec- 
trified and the use of electricity on 
farms has increased 40 fold. 


TVA commented: “Nevertheless, 
much remains to be done before the 
full benefits of electricity are realized 
on the farms of the valley region. 
Rapid expansion of service, with 
many farmers just learning the bene- 
fits of electricity and ways of using it 
on their farms, has kept the average 
use per farm relatively low. It takes 
time to install appliances and equip- 
ment to make full use of electricity 
and such appliances have not been 
readily available.” 

TVA pointed out that electricity 
has not only raised the standard of 
living of the people of the valley, but 
it has provided a better market for 
the products of other regions.

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FTC Says Price Cuts In Good Faith 
To Meet Competition Are Not Illegal 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—In the 
opinion of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, price reductions made in 
good faith to meet competition are 
entirely legal—even when such action 
injures a competitor or a competitor 
of the seller’s customer. 

FTC Commissioner Ewin L. Davis 
has so advised Sen. Edwin C. John- 
son, chairman of the Senate Trade 
Policies Subcommittee. The commis- 
sion’s attitude was explained in 
answer to a series of questions 
asked by Sen. Johnson regarding 
freight absorption and price discrimi- 
nation. 

Legislation which would legalize 
freight absorption and basing point 
pricing methods has been under con- 
sideration by the subcommittee. The 
commission has repeatedly declared 
that there is nothing unlawful about 
delivered prices, zone prices, and 
freight absorption unless they result 
in price discriminations which injure 
competition within the meaning of 
the Clayton Act. 

“If good faith is present,’ Davis 
said, “injury to competition will be 
rare, and in general the policy of the 
law should not discourage active 
competition by preventing the meet- 
ing of competition which is in good 
faith. 

“In the rare case in which such 
injury appears in spite of the fact 
that the seller was merely meeting 
the equally low price of a competitor 
in good faith, the scope and fre- 
quency of the seller’s price reduc- 
tions do not affect the legality or 


illegality of the discrimination,” 
Davis explained. 

He said good faith is a proper 
defense against a charge of price 
discrimination that might result 
from competitive price reductions. 

Temporary price identity would 
not necessarily be interpreted by the 
FTC as indicating conspiracy or col- 
lusion, Davis told Sen. Johnson, since 
this can result from competition as 
well. However, identical prices over 
a long period would lead to “an in- 
escapable inference of conspiracy,” 
if other factors were considered, he 
asserted. 

He listed such factors as identity 
of prices offered in sealed bids; 
efforts to avoid price differences 
through withdrawal of lower prices 
offered through error; substantially 
simultaneous price changes; and 


price rigidity in the face of changing | 


market conditions.

REFRIGERANT CHARGE 


After all refrigerant lines are sized 
and laid out, it is necessary then to 
estimate the amount of refrigerant in 
the refrigeration system. 


Table 4 gives the amount of refrig- 
erant in the refrigerant lines. 


It is also necessary to know the 
operating charge in the compressor 
and the necessary charge in the 
evaporator. The amount required for 
the compressor and evaporator can

be obtained from the supplier of the 
equipment one intends to use. 

The total refrigerant charge will 
be the sum of the charges in the 
refrigerant lines, compressor, and 
evaporator. 


AUXILIARY EQUIPMENT 


There is other minor equipment 
which must be used to complete the 
refrigeration system. The following 
should be used on all systems: 

a. Liquid line strainers or filters. 

b. Vibration eliminators. 

c. Solenoid valve. 

d. Shut-off valves. 

e. Scale traps. 


‘LIQUID LINE STRAINERS 


Ahead of each expansion valve, 
and as close to it as possible, a 
liquid line strainer should be §in- 
stalled. The strainer is used to pre- 
vent scale, dirt, or solder from 
entering the expansion valve. (See 
Fig. 1.) 


When a solenoid valve is used, it

is recommended to install the strain- 
er ahead of the solenoid valve so as 
to filter the liquid ahead of solenoid 
and expansion valve. 


VIBRATION ELIMINATORS 


Vibration eliminators should be 
used on all installations. They are 
a flexible connection, installed in the 
liquid and suction lines next to com- 
pressor. Their use is to eliminate all 
vibration between the compressor 
and the rest of the refrigeration 
cycle. (See Fig. 2.)

SOLENOID VALVE 


The solenoid valve

SPECIAL AUXILIARY 
EQUIPMENT 


The following equipment is gener- 
ally used only on special refrigera- 
tion cycles: 

a. Suction pressure control valve. 


b. Oil separators. 
c. Mufflers. 


SUCTION PRESSURE 
CONTROL VALVE 


The suction pressure control valve 
is an automatic valve whose only 
function is to keep the temperature 
in the evaporator constant no matter 
what the load may be on the evapo- 
rator or compressor. 

It is not used on all systems, but 
only on those systems where the 
temperature of the evaporator is de- 
signed to be kept constant to satisfy 
pre-determined design requirements. 

It is placed in the suction line be- 
tween compressor and evaporator, 
preferably near the compressor. 

The size of this valve should 
always be the same size as the suc- 
tion line. 


OIL SEPARATOR 


In the operation of a refrigeration 
compressor, the oil in the crankcase, 
besides oiling the various parts of 
the. compressor, comes in contact 
with the refrigerant (the refrigerant 
enters the compressor through the 
crankcase), and is carried out 
through the system. 

Because of this mixing with the 
refrigerant, 
oil be brought back to the crankcase, 
and not be held back elsewhere in 
the system. If this oil is not brought 
back at an even interval there may 
be a shortage of oil in the crankcase 
for oiling purposes and the burning 
of a bearing may occur. 

Therefore, the oil problem of a 
compressor is one which must not be 
overlooked. 

In general the evaporator is lo- 
cated above the location of the com- 
pressor, and in such cases the oil 
problem will usually not offer any 
problem. But in cases where the 
evaporator is located below the loca- 
tion of the compressor, the oil prob- 
lem becomes serious. 

In such cases an oil separator 
should be used and installed in the 
hot gas discharge line at the com- 
pressor outlet and the oil returned 
to the crankcase. 


MUFFLER 


When a system is being designed 
to use an evaporative condenser, it 
is recommended that a muffler be 
used between the compressor and the 
evaporative condenser in the hot-gas 
line near the compressor. 

The reason for this is that some

compressors will have a _ pulsating 
action, and combined with the high 
velocities in the hot-gas line, will 
make this line very noisy at times. 
The use of the muffler will da away 
with the noise and provide an even 
velocity up to the evaporative con- 
denser. 


A muffler should be constructed of 
copper tubing one size larger than 
the hot-gas line and should be from 
30 in. to 36 in. long. Each end should 
be fitted with a 4-in. mesh, No. 12 
bronze or copper screen. Between 
the screens fill in with copper or 
bronze wool loosely packed.

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Basement Locker Plant Offers Apartment 


House Tenonts Ultra-Convenient Service | 
Central Plant Delivers Food, Meats Once]Per Week 


CHICAGO— An Iceberg “warm 
room” locker plant system, installed 
in the basement of an apartment 
building in Chicago’s northside, serv- 
iced by the suburban locker plant 
which owns it, is providing the 
tenants who rent lockers superior 
foods at a maximum of convenience 
and a minimum of cost. 

The Iceberg system, which pro- 
vides 50 lockers of 6-cu. ft. capacity, 
was installed by Talbert-Thomas Co., 
Chicago commercial refrigeration 
dealer and distributor for Iceberg. 

Charles Watts, who operates the 
Des Plaines Frozen Food Locker 
Service in suburban Des Plaines, II1., 
became interested in the idea of an 
apartment house locker system as a 
means of providing a market to 
keep his processing facilities pro- 
fitably active. 

He interested officials of Wm. 
Joern & Sons, real estate manage- 
ment concern in LaGrange, IIl., that 
operates the Greenbrier apartments, 
in the idea that the basement locker 
plant would offer tenants “an extra 
service” at no cost to the building 
owner. 

The installation has apparently 
worked out to the satisfaction of 
most of the parties concerned; Watts 
gets a steady volume of business 
which is relatively easy to handle, 
and the tenants who have rented 
lockers have been appreciative of the 
convenience, fine foods, and savings 
in cost that the locker service has 
meant to them. 


Delivery Once Weekly 


Delivery of frozen foods to the 
Greenbrier lockers is made every 
Wednesday from the Des Plaines 
plant, and the driver of the truck 
of course has a master key which 
gives him access to all of the lockers. 

Ordering by the locker renters is 
a simple matter. When they rent a 
locker they are given two “blue” 
sheets, one of which lists all the 
standard packaged frozen fruits and 
vegetables, poultry and prepared 
foods which the locker plant has 
available. Prices are posted on the 
bulletin board in the basement locker 
room and are revised every two 
weeks. 

The second blue sheet lists the 
meats processed by the plant, which 
can be bought in quarters, or by the 
pound. 

The locker user gets a “white” 
order blank sheet in his locker, and 
checks off the items he wishes to 
purchase, plus the quantity. This 
order blank is for the standard pack- 
aged items enumerated above. 


Meat by Phone Order 


However, to order the meats that 
need processing, or to put in a 
special order, the locker user makes 
use of a postcard placed in the locker 
by which he sets a “date” for a tele- 
phone call during which he will place 
the order. 

The card, addressed to the Des 
Plaines plant, states:

“for a meat or special order.

For delivery on a Wednesday, the 
regular order form must be in the 
locker plant’s hands by the preceding 
Friday. 

Tenants who use this locker serv- 
ice are for the most part what stat- 
isticians would type as “upper middle 
income bracket” persons. Many of 
them are couples, both of whom are 
working. 

Here are some typical orders re- 
ceived by the locker plant, selected 
at random: 

“Six pints of ice cream, 8 packages 
of vegetables, 6 packages of fruits, 
2 pies, 1 calves liver, 4 chickens. 

“One pork loin, 2 pounds ground 
beef, 2 pounds _ bacon, 
chickens, 2 sirloin steaks, 1 domestic 
rabbit, 10 packages of vegetables, 4 
packages of fruit, 8 pints of ice 
cream, 2 pints chicken ala king, 3 
pounds homemade pork sausage, 1 
home smoked pork butt, 2 lIbs.. farm 
style smoked sausage.” 

Lockers that can be reached from 
the floor rent for $3 a month, and 
those in the upper tiers that can be 
reached only by standing on a ladder 
rent for $2 a month.

Watts carries insurance against 
food spoilage up to $50 per locker. 

However, plenty of precautionary 
measures are taken to make certain 
that the refrigerating system keeps 
operating. A 7-day recording ther- 
mometer is mounted on the outside 
of the Iceberg unit, conforming to 
the Illinois state law governing 
locker plant operation. This is 
checked a couple of times daily by 
the apartment building superinten- 
dent. 

Refrigeration ‘service insurance’”’ is 
provided for the system by the in- 
stalling firm, Talbert-Thomas, at a 
flat monthly rate under a contract 
that is cancellable on 60 days notice. 

The 3-hp. water-cooled refrigerat- 
ing unit which supplies the refrig- 
erating effect for the Iceberg sys- 
tem is hooked up to a _ separate 
power meter, and Watts pays for the 
power. 

While the basement was large 
enough to hold the Iceberg system, 
some difficulty was encountered in 
getting the equipment into it. It was

above the doorway in order to move 
the equipment in, but this was re- 
stored after the installation was com- 
pleted. 

Talbert-Thomas engineers are now 
collaborating with officials of the 
Iceberg organization on a _ plan 
whereby fabrication of the Iceberg 
plant will be carried out up to a 
certain point only at the factory, 
making for smaller parts to be 
carried through building openings, 
with completion of the assembly at 
the point where actual installation is 
made. 

Irwin J. Kristufek and William J. 
Samuels, sales executives of the Tal- 
bert-Thomas Co., have aroused the 
interest of other real estate manage- 
ment firms in the possible installa- 
tion of the Iceberg “warm room” 
locker plant. Any tendency of the 

;— 
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real estate market to become com- 
petitive would heighten such interest 
tremendously, they believe. 

Another price market for this type 
of plant is the institutional market. 

One such installation planned for 
the Holy Ghost Convent at Techny. 
Ill., illustrated how such.an installa- 
tion will function. The Iceberg sys- 
tem is being installed in a special 
room, which was part of the plan 
drawn for improvements to the in- 
stitution by the Hermann J. Gaul 
firm of architects of Chicago. 

Many Catholic institutions of this 
type raise their own foods, even to 
the point of raising their own live- 
stock. (A _ special chill room for 
meat processing is part of the im- 
provements.) The Iceberg system 
will enable the Convent to freeze 
and preserve its own food supplies.

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What Kind of Market Does Colombia Offer 


Air Conditioning & Refrigeration Industry ? 


By Eugene Hesz, International Market Analyst 


Colombia, the one country in South 
America which borders on the At- 
lantic (actually the Carribean) and 
the Pacific oceans, is known for its 
progressive economy, strongly backed 
by three export products, coffee, 
petroleum, and gold. 

It will be easiest to place Colombia 
into the correct perspective if we 
compare the republic to Venezuela. 
This is all the more logical as they 
once formed one political unit, of 
which Panama also was a part. 

Whereas Venezuela has at present 
over 4 million inhabitants and about 
400,000 square miles, Colombia has a 

* * ok 


population of over 10 million in an 
area which is only 10% larger than 
that of the sister republic. 

For the American air conditioning 
and refrigeration industry, their rela- 
tive importance can be _ gathered 
from the total exports of equipment 
in the period from 1937 to 1941. (See 
table below.) 

At the end of World War I, the 
petroleum production of Venezuela 
was only slightly higher than that of 
Colombia, after the latter country 
had been leading Venezuela _ eco- 
nomically for quite some time. In 
1945, the petroleum production of

million barrels. 


Venezuela amounted to 323 million 
barrels, that of Colombia only 23 
In 1947, the figures 
were over 350 million barrels and 25 
million barrels, respectively. 

To complete the picture, we must 
consider the value of the coffee ex- 
ports, the only other voluminous 
export product of Colombia. This 
value is, roughly speaking, about 4%4 
times as large as the proceeds from 
oil. 

For a broad comparison, it can 
thus be asserted that the total value 
of commercial exports of both coun- 
tries are in the proportion of two to 
five in favor of Venezuela. . 

Two more far reaching factors 
must be considered. 

International oil companies, led by 
American enterprise, have just in- 
vestigated Colombia geologically and 
are convinced that the country is 
nearly as rich in oil as her neighbor! 
So it can be expected that Colombia 
will become one of the leading pro- 
ducers of crude oil in South America. 

The other factor is the considera- 
tion of the domestic political picture 
and its portent upon things to come. 

The Pan-American Conference in 
Bogota in April, 1948, was disagree- 
ably surprised and shocked by an 
outburst of radical vandalism which, 
happily, quickly subsided. Underlying 
this rather unexpected riot was a 
conservative government’s _intoler- 
ance of leftist elements which were 
sprinkled with, but not dominated by 
communists. In any case, the 1948 
uprising has left a bad impression 
with American friends of the country.

ern installations, and helped by 
American engineers and businessmen. 

The country is still far under the 
economic potential of its neighbor, 
Venezuela, but might swiftly equal 
and perhaps even surpass her again 
—if politics are kept within reason- 
able bounds. 

A further lead may be obtained 
by studying the main natural fea- 
tures. 

The Magdalena river is the main 
transportation artery, but is prac- 
tically unusable during the dry 
season. 

Since a very large part of Colom- 
bia, especially towards the south, is 
situated in the Andes, the climate is 
largely a matter of altitude. The 
littoral regions are humid and torrid; 
the northern part of the Pacific 
coastal region is constantly drenched 
with tropical rains. 

The valleys and foothills of the 
interior have an average temperature 
of 78° F.; the regions in the Andes, 
having an elevation from 3,000 to 
6,000 ft., have an average tempera- 
ture of 70° F. The higher regions 
have moderate temperatures with 
occasional frosts. 

Thus it is evident that the out- 
standing harbors have a very poor 
climate, but the city of Bogota, high 
up in the Andes, a tolerable one. 

The population is largely of Span- 
ish, Indian, and Negro extraction. 
The Negros live in the lowlands—the 
people of European extraction mainly 
in the large cities of the highlands. 

Bogota, the capital of Colombia, 
has 444,000 inhabitants; Barranquilla, 
207,000; Medellin, 220,000; Cartagena, 
102,000. Spanish is the official lan- 
guage of the country. The industrial 
centers of Colombia are Bogota, 
Barranquilla, and Medellin. 

The latest occupational census 
shows that out of the total popula- 
tion of 10,000,000 about 3,302,000 
were occupied in agriculture, 527,000 
in industry, 154,000 in commerce and 
trade, 57,000 in mining etc., 19,000 
in forestry, and 411,000 in miscel- 
laneous occupations. 

The above figures show that about 
two thirds of the population were

working on the land. There are more 
than 12 million cattle in the country. 

The composition of the industries 
forms an important clue for the ap- 
plication of modern air conditioning 
methods. Leading are textiles with a 
nominal capital investment of about 
$45 million and breweries—making 
beer of outstanding quality—showing 
a capitalization of $30 million. 

On account of its unusual terrain, 
the country requires special attention 
to its distribution problems. Bar- 
ranquilla is the main port and clears 
about 50% of all incoming and out- 
going merchandise. Cartagena is an 
important harbor on the Atlantic 
side. 

Because Barranquilla combines a 
leading position with a miserable 
climate, the weather factors affecting 
air conditioning in that city are de- 
tailed. (See table below.) 

The precipitation for the entire 
year may be estimated at 20 in., but 
varies from 14 to 63 in. The water 
temperature in Barranquilla varies 
from 80-85° F. The pressure at the 
faucet varies from 30 to 90 p.s.i. 
The water is treated with chlorine 
and alum. 

Colombia has restricted her foreign 
exchange severely and imports of 
American refrigerators are regulated 
by the Colombian government 
through its system of preferential 
classification of import commodities. 

Colombia was before the war the 
fifth most important market in Latin 
America for electric household re- 
frigerators, the seventh for electric 
commercial units, and the third for 
non-electric, mechanical types. Parts 
imports were negligible. 

The present actual annual require- 
ments are estimated by our Depart- 
ment of Commerce to amount to 
$600,000 for electric household refrig- 
erators, $100,000 for commercial 
electric refrigerators, $100,000 for 
commercial and domestic non-elec- 
trical appliances, and $60,000 for 
parts. 

According to the United States 
Embassy in Bogota, all importations 
into Colombia, regardless of value, 
require an import permit, until 
further notice.

Monthly freezer sales, as reported 
by Nema, have shown a continuous 
downward trend since September, 
when 45,733 units were moved. July 
was peak month for the year with 
49,538 units sold. 

December sales showed gains in 
units of 13 cu. ft. and larger with 
losses in all categories below that 
size, Freezers of less than 5-cu. ft. 
capacity practically disappeared, 
dropping from 2,049 in November to 
71 in December. Of the 71 units, 22 
were sold in the United States and 
49 abroad. 


The 7 to 8.9-cu. ft. classifications, 
which has regularly held first place 
in number of units sold, suffered a 
40% drop during December to 5,490 
units. This placed it second to the 
13 and 16.9-cu. ft. category which 
registered a slight gain to reach a 
total of 6,431 units sold. 

The 21 to 29.9-cu. ft. class moved 
125% more freezers in December than 
November while the 30 to 39.9-cu. ft. 
group reported a 60% gain. Total 
figures in both groups, however, were 
small, numbering 417 and 811 respec- 
tively. 

Foreign sales, instead of following 
the domestic pattern of rises and 
drops as usual, reversed the pro- 
cedure in December. All categories 
below 13 cu. ft. made gains, while 
sales of units above that size were 
practically non-existant. Total foreign 
sales by participating companies rose 
from 123 units in November to 208 
in December.

Cut Appliance Prices 
In Los Angeles Area 


LOS ANGELES—Two schemes for 
selling appliances well below list 
prices which are plaguing dealers 
in this area are the “auction” and 
the “appliance brokers service.” 

The “auctioneer” or ‘“liquidators’’ 
get a big share of their stock from 
dealers who owe money to banks for 
appliances they may have on their 
floor. Under pressure from the banks 
the retailer may sell these stocks to 
the liquidators for the amount of the 
bank loan on them. 

This means that by buying under 
such conditions the liquidator can get 
the merchandise at about 90% of its 
wholesale cost, so that even if he 
sells it at the wholesale cost, he will 
still make a profit. 

Most of the merchandise is of the 
“off-brand” variety, although some 
name-brand merchandise has been 
showing up at the auctions lately. 

While this method of merchandis- 
ing appliances has undergone some- 
thing of a “boom” the auctioneers 
believe it will pass rather quickly, 
as the weaker dealers drop out of 
the picture and the “off brand” mer- 
chandise disappears from the scene. 

The “Appliance Brokers Service” 
has advertised in the classified sec- 
tion of Sunday newspapers that it 
has available appliances and tele- 
vision models at prices as low as 10% 
above the wholesale price.

two Chicago firms by the Federal 
Trade Commission recently. '

The heaters manufactured by these 
companies, the FTC said, are of the 
immersion and electrode types in 


which the heating element is exposed_.’

The FTC declared that “electrocu- 
tion is possible’ from ordinary use 
of the heaters under certain condi- 
tions.
